i, Beymour aud the New York delegation, the
progressiopists met in the Convention on the
morning of July 9, fuli ot bope In the success ot
their plan. Bot a coonter movement bhad been
golng on.  This was vhe game,

These men, determined, with the ald of the
Southern Rebels, to capture Horatio Seymour
from the progressiouls 8 and nominate him,
knowing that 1his would s0 demoralize toat
faction as to give them absolaie conirol of the
Convention, and that wor a voice wouald be
raiged when they brunehbt forward their own
man for the Viee-Presidency, who bad alveady
been ngieed on by the reactiovista, It was the
most successiul moveaent ever made ino thas
country in a pationnl convention; but it was a
forlorn bope; any more courace on Mr. Bey
mout's part, any thought of how great men act
in trying emerpgencies, anv reflecion on bis
parlt of the resolotion displayed oy Casar acthe
Rubicon, by Hupss at the stake, by Grant ac
Vicksturg, and any desire 10 emulate Lhe
example of these prest men, wounld huve covered
the revolutionists with over whelming defen,

But they knew well their mau.,  Outd led off
Mr. Seyn our ro=e to his tect. The stilluess of
death filled the great  ball,  Mr, Seymour,
tremblivg with exciiement and blled with fear,
stood and pleaded for s churacrer. It was a
piteous sight, The poor maun told of his
promises: that whea he had refused the use
of his vame he mesmt it, vud thut now his
honor forbade it, Twuok of this, my hearers!
He stood there and pleaded £ r his * honor.”

When he bad dusbed his appesl, be was
boldly told thar, aiter what bhad occurred. bis
begor was now sufe tu the band< of the resc-
tioniste, Ol returneld 1o the charge; thoe
Kebels throughout the hall raised the same wild
ana savage yell with which Humpion and For-
rest hud so often charged the soldiers of the
Union. It wus too much jor Mr., Beymour,
Braver men than he had quuiled before that
battle ery; he he<itated, he yielded, then Hed
ignominiously from the s=eens, Al wis now
over, The demorabzation ol the progressionists
was complete, and the Rebels teld 1t their own
way. Henece, an unpardoved Rebel soldier
could rise 1o bis feerana propose the name of
¥ranocis P, Blair, Jr., the very prince ol revola-
tioniste, as the Vice- President of the nation tins
gnme Kebel bad fought 1o destroy. Rebels again
triumpbed; the deed was done, and woen the
Copvention a4 journed, the bappiest men in Naw
York ety were Geneial Wilhm Preston, Genes
ral Wade Hampton, aud Gevernl N. B Forrest,
and they had good resson to be so, for, in the
heart of the great North, they had acbieved the
greatest pohtical victory of the present gencras
tion, and had done wbheir worg wisely and well
Thus, through the cownrdics of oue poor, weuk
man, perished the fairest and most auspicious
movyement in behulf of liberty and prosress that
this country bas witnessed since the uld bell at
Independence Hall proclaimed the biridh ol our
nationslity,

To elect Mr, Beymour President would not
oply be ridiculous, it would be eriminally so.
With the restless spirit of Fravk Blaw hovering
over bim, surrounded by bold, strong-willed
men hke MeCook, Hampion, Forrest, Sammes,
and Vallandigham, he would ve governed hke a
child. Lake Hotsput’s starhng, he wounid be
tanght wbat to say. and he would say it. In
thr:e months after his iuwoguration be would
not know whether he was i the White House or
fu bedlam, whether he was the first magistrate
of a mighty people, or a boot-bluck on Penusyl-
yania avenue,
